Below you will find notes, actions and latest status of the Huawei rip and replace 
project. 
 
* A detailed inventory of devices to be decommissioned and customer services that 
have to be migrated is complete and submitted to the FCC. 
 
* The processes and procedures to track the project progress were uploaded to the 
company workforce management system creating a Gantt chart for detailed review of 
each activity. 
 
* We have engaged with Advanced Technology Recycling to proceed for the 
destruction of equipment who will provide certificates of destruction as requested by 
the FCC. This company is ITAR certified (Registered #M31907) and recommended by 
the FCC in the Public Notice released on September 30th, 2022. ATR will help us with 
the disposal process of the replaced network elements once services are migrated to 
the new infrastructure. Company will provide documentation of the destruction process 
including certificates of media disposition and certificates of destruction. 
 
* The following network devices are ready for disposal and our PMO has engaged with 
Advanced Technology Recycling to coordinate the logistics for shipping and receiving.

* We estimate that 50% of Huawei’s total equipment will be decommissioned by the 
end of Q2 2023 based on the contracted equipment vendors committed delivery dates. 
Nonetheless,  most optical transport gear will take greater than 12 months to arrive as 
vendors begin shipping equipment in Q3 2023.

* Company has located and selected Optical Transport (DWDM) and OTN technology, 
but vendors have extended lead times of >50 weeks. We are looking for alternatives 
with other vendors, but unfortunately most of them have similar lead times. 
 
* Due to supply chain and electronic component issues, it will be difficult to meet the 
proposed RRD deadline based on current estimated delivery dates by equipment 
vendors. 
 
* Packet processing equipment (switches and routers) have a similar situation in 
regards to lead times. 
 
* The company is decommissioning Huawei while maintaining customer service and 
without jeopardizing reliability and redundancy. The company is evaluating all possible 
options, including temporary migrations, temporary equipment, and increasing the 
percentage of oversubscription of existing infrastructure. 
 
* The company continues to check shipping status and continues to analyze 
equipment alternatives that have better lead times, weekly follow-up sessions are held 
with vendors.

* In late January 2022,  Juniper networks discontinued SCEQ0042379 (MX204), and is 
evaluating alternatives within the same MX product line. 
 
* A replacement option for aggregation data switches SCEQ0042371 (5160), which 
has lead times of more than 50 weeks, is the Ciena 5164, which has the same 
features and port density.
